The session 


was given over to the handwriting ex- 
perts, .two of whom testified that Drey- 
fus did not write the bordereau, but 
Eeterhazy.was the author of the docu- 
ment. The experts seem to be desert- 
ing Bertillon like a sinking ship. 


The first sensation was caused when 


M. Charavoy took the stand. 
He was 


one of the experts of the original trial 
•who then testified that Dreyfus wrote 
•the bordereau. • Charavoy furnished a 
great surprise when he announced today 
that he had now reached exactly the 
opposite opinion. 
He said: 
"After 


•examining a sample of Dreyfus' hand- 
writing given me in '94, I found resem- 
blance between them and the writing of 
the bordereau, but Inter I saw some of 
^Esterhazy's which I examined thoroughly 
«nd then changed my mind as to the 


:-author of.the bordereau. 
Now I believe 


that Esterhazy and not Dreyfus, wrote 


Caused a Sensation. 


This delivered impressively caused a 


sensation in the court room. 


Expert Pelletier followed Charavoy 


•with similar testimony. He said he 
was sure the bordereau was Esterhazy's 
inndwriting. 


Expert Goudard denied that Ester- 


hazy wrote the bordereau, but admitted, 
replying to Demange, that ho had a 
-facile pen and that there were some 
words in the bordereau which he rnmht 
h'tve traced.

The daily incidents in the; courtroom 


at Eennes are interesting, enough, to be 
•sure; but they are, comparatively speak 
ing, of transient importance! France is 
a civilized nation with noble codes of 
law arid a highly trained-body .of law- 
yers. French trials are, however; con- 
ducted in such a way that many aspects 
of them seem.worse than ridiculous to 
those accustomed to the methods of the 
United States and England. - Thus the 
witnesses at the Dreyfus trial were in 
the main given the freedom to tell what 
they knew in their own way, and were 
allowed to assert their opinions, beliefs, 
'prejudices, dislikes, and emotional points 
of view as if these were relly matters of 
evidence. TJnder|our ruliugs such di- 
gressions 
would 
be 
severely 
re- 


pressed 
as irrelevant. 
And 
yet it 


does not follow that our method is 
so superior- to the French in all re- 
spects. Our rules of evidence are so 
technical that it often happens that the 
ends of substantial justice are wholly 
defeated because a really significant 
thing, which a witness would be glad to 
state and which would clear up the 
case, is ruled out. In an American trial 
the lawyers seem to be playing a cer- 
tain kind of game with the judge as 
umpire, under elaborate and extremely 
technical-rules which nobody can Hope 
altogether to. understand except the' 
professionals. The witness must under 
no circumstances tell in his own way 
what he really knows, thinks, or feels 
about the case, but must answer the 
lawyer's questions in. ways which do 
not violate the technical rules of evi- 
dence. In France,- however, it is the 
judge, not the opposing counsel, who 
conducts 
the 
trial, 
and

the judge wants of each witness is the 
, 


revelation of whatever may be in that j 
witness' mind respecting the subject 
under investigation. ' It then becomes 
the subsequent business of the magis- 
trate to got at such grains of legal evi 
dence as may be found in the chaff .of 
the witness' rambling discourse.

TYPEWRITING IS 
PERMANENT. 


Question of Durability of Records Mad. 


Subject of. State Supervision. ' 


The permanency of typewritten rec- 


ords is a subject of no little imrxjrtance 
and it is worthy of note that a series 
of experiments is being -conducted :in 
Boston with a vtew of establishing the 
relative value of the leading brands'of 
typewriter ribbons. Robert T. Swan, 
the state commissioner of public rec- 
ords for the state of Massachusetts, is 
doing some good work in thia direc- 
tion. 
He finds that of the different 


colors used for typewriter ribbons, the 
red, green, blue and purple are not'per- 
manent, black being the only one that 
•will stand the tests to which he sub- 
jects the writing. 
The -legislature of 


Massachusetts, 
whJch 'recently 
ad- 


journed, passed an act permitting type- 
written, records to be accepted as offi- 
cial wh€n approved 'by the commis- 
sioner of public 
records, New York, 


•Pennsylvania -and New Jersey having 
•previously taken similar action, .In 
other words,' no su-ch records will be. 
.accepted unless the materials used are 
•up. to the standard, and tlie commis- 
sioner is expressly authorized by 'the 
statute referred to to withdraw his 
approval at any time when he shall 
•find that the articles used fall below 
such standard. 
This is an important 


matter which should be acted upon in 
every state, for the illegible is some- 
thing that ought to be carefully pro- 
vided against, otherwise it were much 
better to keep in force -the provision 
that legal records shall be -written only 
with pea and ink. 
It is possible, we 


think, to produce typewritten .records 
that are quite as permanent as any pro- 
duced by writing with a pen, and in 
view of the greater legibility of the 
former as- well as their economy of 
production, it is desirable that 
this 


should be done. 
While the states gen- 


erally have no official corresponding to 
the commissioner of public records of 
Massachusetts, 
it ought to be made 


somebody's 'business to supervise the 
matter of permanency 'of public rec- 
ords.—A'ltany Law Journal.

Frank Fluer blew out the gas upon 


retiring to bed in the office of Gralbrnith'e 
barn on East Milwaukee street, late

: Fluer is a young man about twonty-

barn, a couple of doors west, and asked 
Frank Schaubnch who was in charge, 
if he might sleep there. 
Schanbach was 


acquainted with the young man and told 
him that he might. 
Fluor inquired if 


the doors could be locked and was 
assured that they could. 
Schanbach 


then lighted the gas for him, and nfter 
a short conversation the men parted, 
Finer retiring in the office, and the lat- 
ter going to his boarding place. 


Schanbach wet-t to the barn about 9 


o'clock yesterday morning' and upon

RIVER WOOLEN MILLS 


NORTHWESTERN LABORERS BE 


GIN WORK"AT MIDNIGHT. 


Rails Laid From the Afton Branch- 


Work Continued Until 4 a. m.—Di- 
rectors Make a Hurried Trip to 
Scene and Stop Work—Hold Meet- 
ing This Evening. 
TheC. & N. W. Railway Company 


sent a gang of three hundred laborers 
to this city shortly after midnight on 
Sunday morning to lay a track from the 
Afton branch of the road to'the Kock 
Eiver Woolen Mills plant at Monterey. 


Work was commenced at once' and 


continued until about 4 o'clock a., m. 
when the news ofthe move reached some 
of the directors of the mills who mude 
a hurried trip to the scone and orderod 
the work stopped until a meeting of the 
board could be called to consider the 
matter. By this time the tracks had 
been laid from the main lino to a point 
near the boiler house oC the lower tnill 
and work had been done on another Hue 
from the upper mill down to tho fixuae 
of the former, leaving an unconnected 
space of about one hundred yards. The 
laborers were withdrawn from the work 
Snurlny noon. 


•The officials cf the miDs objected to 


the track 
crossing the flume, on the 


grounds that the running of cnrs over 
it would icjure the masonry and would 
also be in such close proximity rto tho 
cotton mill as to cause ari increase ic 
tho insurance rates. Some of the mem- 
bers waut the railway compauv to go 
north about one hundred and" twenty 
feet, to the bank of tho head rnce, and 
cross tho latter on a trestle to connect 
with the line on the south bank, and 
from there run to the woolen mill. 


Operations were suspended, to allow 


of negotiations being made with the 
railway officials, and when the . matter is 
decided, tlio work 'vill bo resumed. 


The directors some time ago granted 


the company permission to lay n spur 
from the main line to the cotton mUl 
boiler house but did not grant permis- 
sion to go bojond that point. 


The work done did not conflict in an; 


way with the 0. M. & St. -P. right of 
way and so was not 
marked by the 


spectacular features that attended the 
Eivor street track building a short -time 
ago. 
The operations yesterday were 


under the personal supervision of Super- 
intendent Lawson of the C. and .N.' W. 
road.

It is not known just how the matter

It is best to travel westward round 


the world because of the heat in the 
Red sea arid Suez canal. The prevail- 
ing winds there are from the north. 
When a steamer passes through from 
Europe to the orient, she has a slug- 
gish wind behind her which the mo- 
tion of the vessel makes null. 


Vessels passing through the Red sea 


from Europe in summer -have some- 
times to turn about and go northward 
for some hours in order to relieve their 
fainting passengers. 
For these same 


considerations 
of temperature it is 


likewise better to make the journey 
through southern Asia and the Suez 
canal in winter.

Indeed, in summer the passage of 


the Red sea is almost as serious a 
business now as it was when the chil- 
dren of Israel crossed it on dry land..

How- 
ever, you will not suffer from the beat 
If you make the trip in winter, espe- 
cially If yo'u go from southward to 
.northward through the Red sea and 
Suez canal, as I have said. 


For me, I shall never in this life 


make a journey that interests me more 
than the picturesque passage of the 
Suez canal did. 'All day long, with the 
temperature so high that in the sun 
the mercury just "bobbed up. to the top 
of the thermometer and staid 'there, 
and In the shade, in the coolest part of 
the ship, with a brisk north head wind 
blowing upon the instrument, It regis- 
tered 99 degrees. 


I could only go from one side of the 


steamer to the other, looking now at 
the great, fearful sea of glittering yel- 
low brown sand, now at one of the 
restful palm and garden embowered 
canal stations' and again at the al- 
ternating tracts of sand and water, a 
ribbon of yellow brown, a ribbon of 
shining emerald green. 


A fresh water canal jruns side by 


side with the salt, one to supply the 
people who live at the stations and sig- 
nal vessels when they must tie up to 
the shors and wait for another to pass, 
for when two ships are to pass each 
o^her In this waterway one of them 
must be stationary. Tho canal is only 
150 feet wide. 


Like our own Arizona and southern 


California, this whole desert ocean has 
only to be irrigated to blossom and 
fruit in prodigal abundance. The sta- 
tions, at intervals of .two to five miles 
apart, are pictures-of plenty and prct- 
tiness. 
Graceful, waving date palms, 


flowers and vegetable gardens smile In 
the vibrating sunshine, while the do- 
mestic live stock.of two zones grazes 
peacefully around. Odd it looks and a 
little unsettling to the western eye to 
see handsome dairy cows and Arabian 
camels chewing in calm meditation 
upon the same pasture. 


The Suez canal Is 87% miles long, 


from the town of Suez on the south to 


what I take yon for, it will not be 90 
much of the canal returns in dollars 
and cents that you will be thinking as 
you glide through this strange, story 
haunted clime of sky and sand, of des- 
ert oasis and green water, of mirage 
and burning sun. For a week you 
have been passing regions known and 
noted in the world's oldest history. 


Far to your right as you steamed up 


the Red sea you beheld, outlined huge 
and grand in the myst:ic haze, the sides 
and top of Mount Sinai. Kantara, 25 
miles south of. Port Said, is. and has 
been time immemorial the great camel 
.caravan crossing from Syria and Ara- 
bia into Egypt. Before the bondage, 
before the tables of the law were de 
livered, wild wanderers of the desert, 
with yellow brown camels, the color of 
the sands, with women swathed to 
their eyes in cruel, smothering black 
drapings, crossed and recrossed the 
border as they do today here where 
the nineteenth century man's cable 
now passes, flashing messages through 
Syria, through India,1 through Pales- 
tine. These very sands may have been 
pressed by the feet of Joseph and 
Mary, bearing their sacred burden ol

The Spanish-American war marked n

• ly demonstrated that our postal sys- 


tem, was able to meet with efficiency 
and promptness unforeseen exigencies. 
•which in a less thoroughly organized 
public enterprise would have caused 
almost endless confusion and perplex- 
Ity. 


It is true that in the first stages oi 


our occupancy of Cuba, Porto Uico ant 
the Philippines there was some confu 
sion and delay in the transmission of 
mails, but the promptness with which 
order was brought out of chaos shower 
the ability of the postofflce department 
to grasp and handle the new and com 
plex situation. It was no holiday task 
to ingraft our progressive notions o 
.postal transmission upon Spain's 
and archaic system. 


The readers of newspapers are al 


ready quite familiar with the story o 
our postal operations during the mil! 
tary campaign in the West Indies an 
the establishment and maintenance o 
mj^il facilities in Cuba and Porto Ric 
since the close of hostilities, thong:

authorities to first seize all the postage j with a hole in the center of tbe back 
stamps; but it was discovered that 
there were none in the office to seize. 
It was found that under the Spanish 
system all stamps were sold by an offi- 
•cer corresponding to our collector of in- 
ternal revenue, at a discount to private 
individuals, who in turn sold to the 
public at face value. One of these con- 
tractors had a. little booth in the rear

The .whole postal outfit was found to 


t»e very crude. There was not such a 
thing as a letter case for' distribution; 
that is 'to say, cases with pigeon holes 
similar to postotBce delivery boxes. 
Letters were placed in large cup- 
"boards on shelves 'and taken out when 
•dispatch was to be made and sorted on 
"••a table. There were four of these cup- 
boards, each with folding doors, with 
shelves labeled to show what mail they 
•contained. 


The boxes for city delivery were ar- 


"Tanged around three sides of a quad- 
rangular space, of which the fourthside 


. faced the lobby and had two delivery 


windows. Every boxholder had issued 
to. him a pasteboard receipt, and this 
was presented by the party calling for 
mail. 


The general delivery case, with its 


.many little boxes for separation of 
.mail alphabetically, to. expedite deliv- 
ery, is an unknown quality in Manila. 


There was a carrier, service in con- 


nection with the Manila postoffice, but 
it was of the crudest sort. The carriers 
•were paid no salaries by the govern- 
inent, but depended for a living upon 
' the fees they collected from the re- 
, -clpients of the letters. The usual 


•charge was 2 cents for a letter and 1 
•cent for a paper. There was an entire 
'lack of system in the delivery, and It 
is a marvel, that any letters ever reach- 
•ed their proper destination. 


These, were some of the obstacles 


the American postal officers had to en- 
counter. There was the added com- 
plication of conducting the office in 
two languages. U was found advisa- 
ble to run two general delivery win- 
dows, one for Spanish letters exclusive- 
ly, in charge of Spanish employees, 
.and the other for all other classes, in 
charge of a soldier.
